PREFACE 


This is the concluding Part of the Order of Battle of the British Forces which were 
engaged in the Great War of 1914-1918. The previous five parts* gave the Orders of 
Battle of the 90 British Divisions which were formed by these islands :—3 Cavalry, 
5 Mounted, 12 Regular, 36 New Army, 28 Territorial Force, and 6 other** Divisions. 


This Part opens with the composition of the Army Council and shows its expansion 
during the Great War. The Army Council is followed by G.H.Q. Home Forces; and 
then come the G.H.Q.s in France, Egypt, Gallipoli, Salonika, and Italy, and in each case 
the locations of their headquarters are given.*** In addition, for each of these five 
theatres a table is given which shows all the battles and engagements fought in the 
particular theatre, and the formations engaged in each operation. 


After the G.H.Q. lists are the orders of battle of the five British Armies which fought 
on the Western Front. Each Army order of battle gives the Army Commander and 
Staff, location of Army Headquarters, the battles and actions in which the Army fought, 
and the Corps and other formations which were engaged under the Army in each of these 
operations. : 


Then follow the Tables of the twenty-eight British Corps, all formed during the Great 
War. Each Corps Table gives the Corps Commander and Staff, all the battles and actions 
in which the Corps took part, the divisions and other formations which fought under the 
Corps on each occasion, and, in France, the Army in which the Corps was serving at the 
time. 


To complete this record of the Great War, Appendix 1 sets forth the Commanders 
of the Central Force (in England) and the Commanders of the Home Defence Armies ; 
in Appendix 2 are the G.O.C.s of the seven Home Commands and of the London District. 
Appendix 3 gives the six Groups of the G.H.Q. (France) Heavy Artillery Reserve which 
in 1916 became the Headquarters of six Corps heavy artilleriest. In Appendix 4 are 
the different natures of Ordnance with the B.E.F. (France): at Mons on the 23rd 
August 1914 and on Armistice Day the 11th November 1918, as well as the yearly output 
of new guns and the war-time increase in the strength of the Royal Artillery. In Appendix 
5 are the Commanders, Staff, and Composition of the three Tank Groups, formed shortly 
after Armistice ; and, to conclude, Appendix 6 gives the British Section of the Supreme 
War Council, as it was two months after its formation. 


The period covered by this Part includes two major developments in the progress 
of warfare which it is right to notice. 


The First, is the use, and on a steadily increasing scale during the four-and-a-quarter 
years of hostilities, of Air Forces by both sidestt. Beginning in a small way in 1914, Air 
Forces gradually exerted increasing influence on ground operations, and this led to the 
co-operation of ground defences, in order to minimize the effective use of the hostile 
aircraft. To achieve this on the Western Front, towards the end of 1916 an Anti-Aircraft 
Defence Commander was added to the Staff of each Army, although the relatively junior

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rank of the officer appointed to this Sap and the comparatively small force of light 
ordnance which was allotted to his command, both emphasize that this development was 
still in an early stage of evolution. Nevertheless it was a beginning, and is rightly alluded 
to in this work. Furthermore, in February, 1916, the Director-General of Military 
Aeronautics had been added to the Army Council. 


The Second, is the introduction and employment of a new ground-weapon—The Tank. 
From their first engagement on the 15th September,, 1916 (in the Battles of the Somme), 
tanks exerted a gradually increasing effect. On the 20th November, 1917, the opening 
day of the Battle of Cambrai, the tank was directly responsible for a change in the method. 
hitherto generally employed in trench-warfare assaults. To mark the intervention of this 
new land-weapon, the engagements in which the Tank Corps* took part are all enumerated, 
together with the troops with whom the tanks co-operated in each fight, likewise the 
Army in which the tanks fought on each occasion is stated, and as far as possible the 
number of tanks taking part in each action.** 


A short allusion is also made to the Tank Repair Shops whose strenuous efforts. 
kept in action as many as possible of these landships for the almost continuous operations 
undertaken by the Tank Corps.*** 


Limitations of space have prevented the inclusion of lists of the Army Troops which 
formed part of the Armies on the Western Front. As the Great War went on these Army 
Troops naturally became more numerous, and there were constant changes to suit the 
needs of the different sectors of the front, as the Armies which held them became engaged 
in the great battles which were fought. To have included the Army Troops would have 
almost doubled the size of this Part. The Army Troops being omitted, no useful purpose 
could be served by enumerating the comparatively few units.comprised under Corps 
Troops. 


_The War Diaries and official documents have provided the principal sources of 
information on which this Part is built up. Unfortunately, during the Great War, the 
formations serving in England kept no official diaries; consequently for the necessary 
facts about Home-Service formations, resort has been ‘made to monthly and quarterly 
Army Lists and to the few official documents which exist : Composition of Headquarters, 
and Order of Battle, Home Forces, etc. 


Whereas in the compilation of the divisional orders of battle considerable assistance 
could be obtained from published divisional histories,t there exists little similar material 
for the compiler of this Part to use. It is true, there is a valuable and well-mapped 
Record of the Advance of the Egyptian Expeditionary Force, July 1917—October 1918, 
and it contains a wealth of facts; also two of the Armies which fought on the Western 
Front have published histories which deal with part of their activities.tt There is a 
short history of the Tank Corps, and full ones of the Indian Corps in France, the Anzac 
Corps, and the Canadian Corps,ff} otherwise no other Corps histories have appeared. 


This lack of published material about the war activities of the higher formations. 
renders necessary a work of reference which will furnish, at any rate, a short summary 
of each of the G.H.Q.s, Armies, and Corps which were formed between 1914 and 1918: 
showing their commanders and their staffs, narrating shortly their story, tabulating the 
engagements in which they fought, and detailing the formations they controlled during 
active operations. In this way the names of their Commanders and their historic battle 
honours will be preserved for reference in the future.

The lists of General Officers Commanding and of Staff Officers do not show temporary 
changes, due to absences on short leave, etc. 


In compiling the lists of Battles and Engagements the previous custom has been 
followed, and deviations have been made from the Report of the Battles Nomenclature 
Committee (published in 1921), so as to include any fights of which particular formations 
have reason to be proud.* 


Although the Operations in Mesopotamia came under the War Office in February, 
1916, the Official History of the operations in that theatre was written under the direction 
of the India Office, consequently the composition, etc., of G.H.Q. Mesopotamia is not 
included in this Part. 


The words “ Action ”’ and “ Affair ’”’ are generally omitted in the lists of Engagements, 
and only the date and name of the Engagement are given.** 


In the event of any formation not being engaged in a definite action during a whole 
year, then only the year is shown, and this signifies that the particular formation was on 
active service in the specified theatre of operations, during the indicated period. 


When the five parts of the Divisional Orders of Battle were being compiled, the 
engagements of the various divisions and the higher formations in which the divisions 
served at those times were all checked by representatives of the division concerned. 
It is mainly on this sound basis that the whole structure of the engagements of all the 
British Armies and Corps has been built up. 


I am glad to record that in the case of the Tank Corps, for which there was no such 
checked record available, I have received the most valuable help from General Sir H. J. 
Elles, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., K.C.V.O., D.S.O., Major-General Sir E. D. Swinton, K.B.E., 
C.B., D.S.O., and Major-General J. F. C. Fuller, C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O. For this most 
opportune assistance I am deeply grateful. 


With regard to the Table showing the Supreme War Council, British Section, in 
January, 1918,*** I am indebted to the research undertaken by the Staff of the War 
Cabinet Secretariat. 


My deep gratitude is also due to the Staff of the War Office Library for essential 
help over the dates of appointment of several members of the Army Council. 


The evacuation of the documents held by the Military Branch has not tended to 
lighten in any way the work of compilation, but it has made more valuable than ever 
the skilled help I have received from members of the Historical Section. Especially 
it is my welcome duty to record my most grateful thanks to Mr. S. Woolgar, late, 
R.F.A. (i/c of the evacuated documents) for his ready and most efficient support in 
constantly providing me with the appropriate diaries and papers, and for tirelessly 
assisting me in reaching the solutions of the many difficulties which so regularly confront 
the compiler of such a work as this.

EGYPTIAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCE 


FORMATION. 


In August, 1914, Turkey was still regarded by Egypt as the suzerain power, although 
for some years there had been a British occupation of the country. When war broke 
out between England and Germany on the 4th August* the British Force in Egypt was 
1 Cavalry Regiment, 1 R.H.A. Battery, 1 Mountain Battery, R.G.A., 1 Field Company 
R.E., 4 Infantry Battalions, and detachments of A.S.C., R.A.M.C., A.V.C., A.O.C., and 
. Military Mounted Police.** In addition, one Battalion*** and detachments of R.G.A., 
A.S.C., and R.A.M.C. were stationed at Khartoum, under the command of General Sir 
F. R. Wingate, Governor-General of the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. This Battalion 
furnished half-a-company to garrison Cyprus. 


Relations with Turkey soon became strained, and on the 30th October the Allies 
presented an ultimatum to her, and at the same time severed diplomatic relations. On 
the 5th November a formal declaration of war followed. 


The Khedive of Egypt was openly pro-Turk, and he had been in Turkey since 
August, 1914. In order to secure Egypt and retain control over the all-important Suez 
Canal, the British Government deposed the Khedive on the 18th December, declared 
a protectorate over Egypt, and raised the Khedive’s Uncle to the throne, with the title 
of Sultan of Egypt. At the same time the title of the British Representative was changed 
from Consul-General to High Commissioner. 


Briefly, this was the sequence of events which led, as troops became available, to 
the gradual building-up of a considerable expeditionary force in this near-eastern theatre 
of war, and led in turn to Egypt, Sinai, and eventually Palestine and Syria becoming 
battle-grounds in the Great War. 


At the end of August the Egyptian Camel Corps was moved to the eastern boundary 
to cover the Suez Canal. When early in September the Lahore Division passed through 
the Canal on its way from India to France it dropped the III Mountain Artillery Brigade 
and the Sirhind Infantry Brigade to reinforce the garrison of the Canal Zone. It became 
possible, therefore, to release the seasoned regular units which had formed the peace- 
time garrison, and they all returned to England and joined new divisions, which were 
assembling there, prior to reinforcing the B.E.F. on the Western Front.t On the 25th 
September, 42nd (East Lancashire) T.F. Divisionfft reached Alexandria. The division 
was sent to Egypt for two reasons: to strengthen the garrison and to complete its 
war-training. Some six weeks later the Indian troops allocated for the defence of Egypt

Meanwhile, during November, 1914, the Turks occupied el ‘Arish (in Sinai), and 
the immediate threat to the Canal line was only too clear; whilst in Southern Arabia 
the opposing forces had already clashed. From this time onwards the British forces 
which were assembled in Egypt were continuously engaged : at first in localized operations 
to cover that country and the Canal Zone ; then, in 1917, in delivering those blows which, 
by the end of the following year, resulted in Turkey suing for peace.

Whilst this energetic and bold pursuit was being undertaken, a final flare-up occurred on 22/10 
near Aden, at Imad. In this fighting Rk.A.F., 26,Cav., 7/Hants. (of 43rd Div.), 75/Carnatic Inf., 
1105 (H.) Bty. R.F.A. (of 45th Div.), Ficld Group (15-pdrs.), Malay States Guides Bty., 10-pdr. Section, 
Mobile Group Hy. Arty., and Aden M.G. Coy. were engaged. 

*** Aleppo had surrendered to Sherifian Troops before Gen. Macandrew with 5th Cav. Div. H.Q. 
and Armoured Cars entered the City. At 8.30 p.m. on 26/10/18 the 14th Cav. Bde. reached Aleppo. 
From Damascus to Aleppo is over 200 miles, Gen. Macandrew’s force had covered it in 22 days. 
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When the Armistice with Turkey came into force the general situation of the E.E.F. 
in Syria was broadly as follows: the 5th Cavalry Division occupied Aleppo and two of 
its cavalry brigades covered the city to the N.W. and N.E. At the same time the 7th 
Indian Division had secured the Syrian coast and held Tripoli, whilst the 54th Division 
had begun to arrive in Beirut. 


Owing to sickness, the 4th Cavalry Division halted on reaching Baalbek, and its 
strongest brigade was drawn back to guard Damascus. The Australian Mtd. Division 
was then ordered to reinforce the 5th Cavalry Division at Aleppo, and it marched north 
on the 27th October, but it was still south of Homs (at Hasi) when the news reached it 
that Turkey was out of the war. The A. & N.Z. Mtd. Division, having captured . 
‘Amman, was drawn back to Jerusalem ; it suffered severely from malaria and influenza, 
and it was resting near er Ramle at the time of the Armistice.* 


All Turkish resistance collapsed in the face of that tireless pursuit : opened in the 
hour of victory on the 19th September it was sustained for forty-eight days. In this 
time both Damascus and Aleppo had fallen. This resistless advance over nearly 400 
miles of enemy territory brought to a fitting end the Campaign in the Holy Land. 





* Despite the Armistice concluded by Turkey, the Turkish commandant at Medina (General 
Fakhri Pasha) refused to surrender the Holy City, and the Arabs settled down to blockade it. In 
January, 1919, the garrison and city were faced with famine ; and, Fakhri becoming ill, his officers 
surrendered the place to the investing force.

FORMATION. 


On the llth March, 1915, both the Commander-in-Chief and the Chief of the General 
Staff were appointed to the M.E.F. (Gallipoli), and the 29th Division was ordered to prepare 
to embark for service in the Eastern Mediterranean. On the 13th March the C.-in-C. and 
the officers of the General Staff left London: but, at such short notice, it had not been 
possible to assemble the A. and Q. staffs. 


H.M.S. Phaeton took the advanced party of 14 officers on board at Marseilles and 
reached Tenedos on the 17th March. On arrival at Tenedos General Sir Ian Hamilton 
held a conference on H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth*, and the next day proceeded to Lemnos. 
Between 26th March and 8th April Sir Ian Hamilton visited Egypt, and, on the later date, 
G.H.Q. embarked on the Transport Arcadian, and remained on her until the day before the 
assault was made on the Gallipoli Peninsula, when the C.-in-C. and General Staff transferred 
to H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth. 


By the 22nd March the 29th Division had left England and it began to arrive at 
Alexandria on the 28th. On the 7th April re-embarkation began for Mudros, and at 
10 p.m. on the 24th April the division left the anchorage at Mudros to carry out the 
landings at Helles. 


The Royal Naval Division** sailed from England on the Ist March, it waited at 
Port Said from the 29th March until the 5th April, and on the 8th its transports began 
to leave for Mudros. On the 25th April the Royal Naval Division carried out a demon- 
stration in the Gulf of Saros (off the Bulair Peninsula). 


With reference to the Australian & New Zealand Corps (Anzac Corps): the Ist 
Australian Division and one brigade of New Zealand infantry had assembled in Egypt 
before the end of 1914, and these troops completed their war-training after arrival. Early 
in 1915 the remainder of the Australian and New Zealand Division reached Egypt, and 
in April the two divisions from the southern hemisphere were combined for the Gallipoli 
operations to form the Anzac Corps. On the 24th April the Anzac Corps began embark- 
ation at Mudros for the assault next morning at Anzac.*** 


* General d’Amade with Ist Div. of the Corps Expéditionnatre d’Orient had reached Lemnos on 
15/3/15, and he met General Hamilton and Admiral de Robecq at this conference. The French 2nd 
Div. did not arrive until the 6th May. The French command of the C.E.O. (later C.E.D.) was held

On the 7th December, 1915, the Cabinet decided to withdraw the troops from Anzac 
and Suvla. But it was not until the 28th December a telegram from the C.I.G.S. announced 
that the Government had decided the troops at Helles could also be withdrawn. 


After Evacuation the troops were taken first of all to Imbros and Lemnos, and from 
these islands the majority went on to Egypt. 


General Monro was transferred, from the command of M.E.F. (Gallipoli) on the 
23rd November, 1915, to the command of all forces in the Eastern Mediterranean ; and 
for a time he was in general command both in Gallipoli and Salonika, with his G.H.Q. 
at Mudros (on Lemnos). The Force on the Gallipoli Peninsula was then renamed the 
Dardanelles Army and had its headquarters on Imbros, with Lieut.-General Sir W. R. 
Birdwood as G.O.C. 


The Evacuations having been carried out, the Dardanelles Army was broken up 
on Imbros and in Egypt.

FORMATION. 


The 29th Infantry Brigade (10th Division) disembarked at Salonika between the 5th 
and 10th October, 1915, and by the 24th the remainder of the 10th Division had landed. 
On the 29th October a mobile force left by train for the interior and it detrained to the 
west of Lake Dojran. 


Lord Kitchener (on his way from Salonika to Athens) on the 4th November placed 
General Sir C. C. Monro in command of all forces in the Eastern Mediterranean. The 
War Office, however, did not recognize this arrangement and continued to deal directly 
with Lieut.-General Sir B. T. Mahon (G.O.C. 10th Division) ; and on the 15th November, 
1915, General Mahon formed a new Headquarters for Macedonia—chiefly taken from the 
Staff of XII Corps, which had landed three days previously at Salonika from France. 


Lieut.-General Sir B. T. Mahon held the command of the British Salon ¥a Army 
until the 9th May, 1916; then he was transferred to Egvpt te command *¢ -nst the 
Senussi, and Lieut.-General G. F. Milne was appointed te take aver the command of, 
the Bntish Salonika Army.

On the next day the 26th Division occupied Strumica, thus securing the bridge over the 


river. 


At noon on the 30th September the Armistice with Bulgaria brought hostilities 
to a close in this theatre of war, the 26th Division (the leading British Division) was then 
occupying a line from Hamzali to Grandosor, some five miles to the northward of the 
River Strumica; in touch on the right with the Greek 14th Division, whose front ran 
northwards from the Strumica, round the town of Yenikéi to Barbarevo, and then 
swung westward to meet the right of the 26th Division. 


In the Pursuit the Serbia~-Bulgaria boundary was crossed on the 25th September. 
| 


The 22nd Division still occupied the crest of the BelaSica Planina ; the 28th Division 
was on its left (near Dorlobos), and the Greek Crete Division continued the line to the 
eastward along the BelaSica Planina (6 miles south of Strumica). Advanced Head- 
quarters of XVI Corps had been established at Kosturino since the 26th September ; and 
at this time the 27th Division was in the area Kosturino—Rabrovo—Cestovo. 


On the 6th October the 26th Division advanced towards Sofia, and it had reached 
Radomir (20 miles S.W. of the capital) when the Division, on the 19th, received orders 
to entrain for Jisr Mustafa Pasha. By the 24th the division had concentrated there 
and was ready to seize Adrianople (15 miles away), when the Armistice with Turkey 
came into force at noon on the 3lst October. 


Meanwhile on the llth October the 22nd Division began to move southward to 
Stavros ; it then embarked and, on the 28th, landed: at Dede Agach and was ready to 
operate against Turkey, but any further activity was prevented by the Armistice.

The 27th Division continued to advance on Sofia until the end of October, and 
reached Krupnik, some 60 miles south of the capital. On the other hand, after the 
surrender of Bulgaria, the 28th Division drew back to Giivezne, preparatory to being 
sent to seize the forts securing the Dardanelles. | 


On the 11th November the situation in the Eastern Section of the Balkans (under 
General Milne) was as follows :— 


The 22nd Division was at Dede Agach with a detachment at Ipsala (near the mouth 
of the Maritsa) ; the 26th Division* was at Jisr Mustafa Pasha, with a detachment at 
Ruscuk (on the Danube) ; the 27th Division was between Seres and Salonika, in the 
Lake Tahinos district ; and the 28th Division was in occupation of both shores of the 
Dardanelles Narrows, from Chanaq to Gallipoli. This was the situation in the Balkans 
when the capitulation of Germany brought the Great War to a close.**

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BRITISH FORCE IN ITALY 


FORMATION. 


On the 24th October, 1917, the Austro-German offensive opened against the left 
of the Italian Army, then in the Julian Alps. Gorizia and Udine fell and the Austro- 
German Forces crossed the Tagliamento. 


British and French reinforcements were immediately promised to Italy. On the 
6th November XIV Corps H.Q. reached Pavia from France ; and until the 13th November 
XIV Corps H.Q. acted temporarily as G.H.Q. British Force in Italy.* 


On the 7th November, 1917, Second Army Headquarters (then at Cassel) was warned 
that it would move to Italy ;** and on the 10th November the Army Commander with 
certain of his Staff Officers left Cassel, and on the 13th detrained at Mantua. General 
sir H. C. O. Plumer then assumed command of the British Force in Italy ;*** and on 
the 4th December General Plumer took over the Montello Sector of the Piave front with 
XIV Corps (7th, 23rd, and 41st Divisions). 


BATTLES AND ENGAGEMENTS. 


1918 


On the 27th January the British Force in Italy took over the Arcade Sector of the 
Piave front with XI Corps* (5th and 48th Divisions). Then, on the 18th February, 
British G.H.Q. in Italy was warned that it would move back to the Western Front and 
on the 24th February XI Corps H.Q. and the 7tht and 41st Divisions also received orders 
to return to France. On the Ist March the 4Ist Division began to entrain, and it was 
followed on the 10th March by G.H.Q. and XI Corps H.Q.; but it was not until the Ist 
April that the Stht’ Division started to entrain. 


Meanwhile in Italy, Lieut.-General the Earl of Cavan assumed command of the British 
Force from noon on the 10th March, and on the 29th took over the Asiago Sector on the 
Piave with the XIV Corps. tt

The Armistice with Austria brought hostilities to a close on the Italian front at 
3 p.m. on the 4th November. At this time the right of the British Force in Italy (XIV 
Corps) was north of the Tagliamento and its advanced troops had covered one-third 
of the way to Udine, whilst the left of the XIV Corps was already midway between the 
Rivers Livenza and Meduna. Farther to the westward, the 48th Division (operating 
in the Sixth Italian Army) had pushed forward into the Trentino, and by Armistice 
its leading troops were some eight miles to the north-westward of Levico.

FORMATION. 


First Army Headquarters began to form at Hinges on the 26th December, 1914, 
and moved on the next day to Lillers. First Army held the right (southern) half of the 
B.E.F. front from La Bassée Canal—Bois Grenier, some 10 miles in extent. With this 
front the First Army took over the I and IV Corps in the line; and the Indian Corps 
and the Indian Cavalry Corps formed the Army Reserve*. Until the lst February, 1915, 
First Army Headquarters remained at Lillers, and on that day it moved to Aire on the 
R. Lys.

When hostilities ceased at 11 a.m. on the 11th November the First Army front line 
was already 5 miles beyond Mons, standing astride the Mons—Condé canal in the centre 
of the 55-mile front of the B.E.F. The 14-mile Army front was occupied by XXII, 
Canadian, and VIII Corps. Between the 18th August and the 11th November—86 days— 
the First Army had fought in seven battles and advanced 55 miles. 


On the 15th November the Commander of the First Army made his official entry 
into Mons, and in the Grande Place he took the salute of representative detachments 
from each Corps in the First Army.

FORMATION. 


Second Army Headquarters began to form at Bailleul on the 26th December, 1914, 
and moved to Hazebrouck on the 2nd January, 1915. Second Army held the left (northern) 
half of the B.E.F. front from Bois Grenier—opposite Wytschaete, some 10 miles in length. 
With this front the Second Army took over the II and III Corps in the line and the Cavalry 
Corps formed the Army Reserve.* 


Second Army Headquarters remained at Hazebrouck until the 6th May; it was 
then established at Oxelaere for five and a half months, before it began its long tenure 
of Cassel, that elevated eyrie on the Flanders Plain with which it is generally associated.**

On the 9th November the 3rd Cavalry Division joined the Second Army and co- 
operated with this Army during the last phase of the Final Advance. 


When hostilities ceased at 11 a.m. on the 11th November the leading troops of the 
3rd Cavalry Division had secured the line of the River Dendre at Leuze and at Lessines, 
and the general line of the Second Army, which was on the left of the B.E.F., ran from

Lessines to Voorde. The 10-mile front of the Army was occupied by the X and: XIX 
Corps. Since the Advance began on the 18th August the Second Army had fought two 
battles and advanced across. Belgium 53 miles in 86 days. 


It was now a question of occupying Germany to enforce the Armistice Terms.: To 
carry out the first stage of this manceuvre, two British Armies (Second and Fourth) 
and the Cavalry Corps were ordered to advance from the Armistice Line to the German 
frontier, preparatory to the second stage: the further advance to secure the Rhine 
bridgeheads. 


In the first stage each Army was composed of 4 Corps, and each Corps of 4 divisions. 
In accordance with this order the Second Army was reorganized as follows : 


II Corps (9th, 29th, 34th, and 41st Divisions) ; III Corps (8th, 15th, 55th, and 
74th Divisions) ; XXII Corps (4th, 51st, 52nd, and 56th Divisions) ; and Canadian 
Corps (Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Canadian Divisions). 


On the 17th November the advance began: the Second Army, covered by the Ist 
and 3rd Cavalry Divisions, crossed the Armistice Line and opened the march towards 
the German frontier. The leading infantry divisions started on the following morning. 
On the 29th November the cavalry reached the German frontier, and the infantry closed” 
up behind the mounted troops so as to be ready to enter Germany. 


It now became necessary to make a further reorganization of the Army of Occupation 
owing to the comparatively narrow front on the Rhine which had been allotted to the 
B.E.F. For this task the Second Army (General Sir H. C. O.. Plumer) was selected, and 
its advance across Germany to the Rhine was covered by the Ist Cavalry Division and 
the 17th (Armoured-Car) Battalion of the Tank Corps. The composition of the Second 
Army was altered and it was reorganized as follows : : 


II Corps (9th, 29th, and New Zealand Divisions) ; VI Corps (Guards, 2nd and 
3rd _ Divisions); IX Corps (Ist, 6th, and 62nd Divisions); and Canadian Corps 
(lst Canadian and 2nd Canadian Divisions). 


The lst Cavalry Division entered Germany on the lst December; on the 6th the 
2nd Cavalry Brigade reached Cologne, and the 17th (A.-C.) Battalion at once piqueted 
the Rhine bridges. On the next day the 28th Brigade (9th Division, II Corps) arrived 
by train in Cologne, and the Ist and 9th Cavalry Brigades also reached the Rhine to the 
south and north of Cologne. On the 12th December the Ist Cavalry Division crossed 
the Rhine by the Hohenzollern Bridge, and at Bonn the Ist Cavalry Brigade also crossed 
the river. 


On the 2nd April, 1919, the Second Army became the British Army of the Rhine ; 


and on the 21st April General Sir Herbert Plumer relinquished the command and was 
succeeded by General Sir W. R. Robertson.

« FORMATION. 


Third Army Headquarters began to form at St. Omer on the 13th July, 1915, and 
six days later moved to Beauquesne. At first the Third Army was composed of the 
VII* and X* Corps and the Indian Cavalry Corps.** The Third Army took over part 
of the front line from the French Second Army (held in July by the French XI and XIV 
Corps), a fifteen-mile stretch running from Curlu on the Somme to Hébuterne, with the 
French Tenth Army to the northward between the left of the Third Army and the night 
of the British First Army, which was opposite Lens (20 miles from Hébuterne). It was 
not until March, 1916, when the Fourth Army came into being, that the Third Army 
moved northward, relieved the French Tenth Army, and at last the British line ran 
unbroken from opposite Lens, through Hébuterne, to Curlu. At this time the 70-mile 
British Front extended from Beesinghe (north of Ypres) to Curlu on the Somme.

FORMATION. 


Fourth Army Headquarters began to form at Tilques on the 5th February, 1916, 
and nineteen days later Army Headquarters moved to Querrieu. A week later the Fourth 
Army took over the right sector of the B.E.F. front, a 15-mile stretch from Curlu on the 
Somme to Hébuterne. The Fourth Army was in touch on the south with the French 
Sixth Army and to the north with the right of the British Third Army. Fourth Army 
took over this front with the XIII and X Corps, in the line, and the VIII Corps in Army 
Reserve.*

In February, 1918, General Sir H. Rawlinson went to Versailles as British Representa- 
tive on the Supreme War Council. During his absence, on 13/3/18, General Sir H. Plumer 
and Staff returned to Flanders from Italy and once more took over the Ypres front. 
All units at that time under the Fourth Army forthwith came under Second Army H.Q. ; 
and on 17/3/18 the designation of Fourth Army was changed, and it was renamed Second 
Army. 


General Sir H. Rawlinson returned from Versailles on 28/3/18, and at 4.30 p.m. 
officially took over command of the Fifth Army (now reduced to the XIX Corps*) which 
was holding the right of the B.E.F. front from the R. Luce to the R. Somme, between 
the left of the French First Army and the right of the British Third Army. 


On 2/4/18 the Fifth Army was renamed Fourth Army; and before the Great War 
came to an end in France the Fourth Army took part in the following battles and engage- 
ments :

On the 9th November the G.O.C. Fourth Army decided that the main bodies of the 
IX and XIII Corps should be distributed in depth on and west of the north—south La 
Capelle—Avesnes—Maubeuge highway, and covered by an outpost line to the east of 
this road. The German forces on this front were in full retreat and a comparatively 
small force would suffice to keep in touch with them. For this purpose a mobile force 
was now organized, and Major-General H. K. Bethell (of the 66th Division) was selected 
to command it. 


On the morning of the 10th November, “‘ Bethell’s Force ’’ advanced and established 
contact with the Germans about Hestrud and Sivry. Slow, but steady, progress was 
made; and when the Armistice brought hostilities to a close, at 11 a.m. on the 11th 
November, the leading troops of ‘‘ Bethell’s Force ’’ had reached a line (along the Army 
front) from Pont de la République—eastern outskirts of Grandrieu—east of Sivry— 
Montbliart. On its mght (south) ‘‘ Bethell’s Force’’ was in touch with troops of the 
French First Army at Eppé Sauvage. . 


At the cessation of hostilities, the Fourth Army held a 9-mile front on the right of 
the B.E.F. Since the opening of the Battle of Amiens on the 8th August the Army had 
fought in 9 battles, and had advanced in the face of continued opposition 72 miles in 
96 days. 


The Fourth Army with the Cavalry Corps and Second Army were now ordered 
to move forward from the Armistice Line to the German Frontier, preparatory to a further 
advance, which would secure the Rhine bridgeheads on the front allotted to the B.E.F. 
For the first stage each Army would consist of 4 corps and each corps of 4 divisions ; 
and the composition of the Fourth Army would be :—IV Corps (5th, 37th, 42nd, and New 
Zealand Divisions), VI Corps (Guards, 2nd, 3rd, and 62nd Divisions), [IX Corps (Ist, 
6th, 32nd, and 66th Divisions), and Australian Corps (Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th Australian 
Divisions). 


On the 18th November the Fourth Army, preceded on the 17th by the 2nd Cavalry 
Division, crossed the Armistice Line. On the night of the 28th/29th November the 
leading cavalry patrols reached the German Frontier to the southward. of Malmedy, 
and the infantry closed up behind the mounted troops. 


Owing, however, to the narrow front on the Rhine allotted to the B.E.F. some re- 
organization of the Army of Occupation became necessary before Germany was entered ; 
and a reconstituted Second Army was now ordered to take over the whole front of the 
British advance. 


In consequence of this change the Fourth Army did not cross the German frontier. 
Its four reorganized corps then carried out a gradual withdrawal to the area about Namur, 
and on the 10th December Fourth Army Headquarters was established in this ancient 
fortress on the junction of the Meuse and Sambre.

Headquarters of the Reserve Corps (then at Regniére Ecluse—5 miles W.N.W. - 
of Crécy en Ponthieu) became the Headquarters of the Reserve Army on the 22nd May, 
1916 (p. 265).

Two days later the Reserve Army took over (from the Fourth Army) the left of the 
Somme battle-front from la Boisselle to Hébuterne (8 miles), and with it the X and VIII 


- Corps.** At the outset of this change of command, the immediate attack of this sector 


of the German position was postponed and on this part of the front trench-warfare tactics 
were adopted ; though the X Corps fought on to extend the two footings it had already 
gained to the north and south of Thiepval.

When hostilities ceased at 11 a.m. on the 11th November, the advanced troops of 
the Fifth Army were already across the River Dendre and the front line was established 
some 4 miles eastward of Ath. The 1l-mile front of the Fifth Army, in the left centre 
of the B.E.F., was occupied by the I and III Corps and the Ist Cavalry Division. At 
this time the leading mounted troops had reached a line running from north of Mons to 
a point about 9 miles east of Ath. For the Fifth Army the War was over. 


Although it had taken part in no battle, the Fifth Army in the 86 days between the 
18th August and the 11th November had advanced 54 miles across enemy territory.

FORMATION. 


Cavalry Corps H.Q. began to form at Doullens on the 10th October, 1914, and the 
Corps at first consisted of the Ist and 2nd Cavalry Divisions.* 


On formation the Cavalry Corps received orders to support the left of the II Corps, 
and secure the high ground about Mont Noir and Mont des Cats (north of Bailleul).). 
Thereafter the Cavalry Corps would seize and hold the Messines Ridge and thus link 
the ITI Corps (fighting the Battle of Armentiéres) and the IV Corps (engaged in the Battles 
of Ypres). After securing the Messines Ridge the Cavalry Corps was to push on and 
seize the line of the Ypres-Comines Canal. In its endeavour to carry out the task which 
had been assigned to it, the Cavalry Corps became involved in heavy fighting on the 
Messines Ridge.

On the 12th March Cavalry Corps Headquarters was broken up in France. 


During the Battles of the Somme, Cavalry Corps Headquarters was re-formed on 
the 7th September, at first as a temporary measure; but on the 30th September it was 
placed on a permanent basis. The Cavalry Corps thus formed consisted of the Ist, 2nd, 
and 3rd Cavalry Divisions, as well as the 4th (Ist Indian) and 5th (2nd Indian) Cavalry 
Divisions.* 

For the remainder of the Great War the Cavalry Corps served in France and Belgium 
and was engaged in the following operations :

When the Armistice brought hostilities to a close on the Western Front at 11 a.m. 
on the 11th November, the Divisions of the Cavalry Corps had reached the following 
positions : 2nd Cavalry Division—Clairfayts (8 miles east of Avesnes) with the 5th Cavalry 
Brigade, Erquelinnes (8 miles east of Maubeuge) with the 4th Cavalry Brigade, and 
Havre (on the canal) and St. Denis (£4 miles beyond Mons )with the 3rd Cavalry Bngade ; 
the Ist Cavalry Division (with I Corps, Fifth Army) was well beyond Ath; and the 3rd 
Cavalry Division (with the Second Army) had reached the line of the River Dendre at 
Lessines and below that town. 


The Cavalry Corps (Ist, 2nd, and 3rd Cavalry Divisions, together with the 17th 
Armoured-Car Battalion of the Tank Corps) was now detailed to cover the Second and 
Fourth Armies as they advanced to the German Frontier. 


The advance began on the 17th November: the Ist and 3rd Cavalry Divisions 
covered the Second Army, and the 2nd Cavalry Division and the 17th (A.-C.) Battalion 
screened the Fourth Army. The German Frontier was reached on the 29th, and a further 
reorganization of the force which was to enter Germany became necessary. 


The Ist Cavalry Division and the 17th (A.-C.) Battalion were now placed under 
the Second Army to cover its advance to the Rhine, and on the Ist December this Cavalry 
Division crossed the frontier and entered Germany. On the 6th, the 2nd Cavalry Brigade 
marched into Cologne and the 17th (A.-C.) Battalion piqueted the Rhine bridges. On 
the next day, the Ist and 9th Cavalry Brigades reached the Rhine, both above and below 
Cologne ; and on the 12th December the Ist Cavalry Division crossed the Rhine by the 
Hohenzollern Bridge (2nd and 9th Cavalry Brigades) as well as by the bridge at Bonn 
(lst Cavalry Brigade). |

Army, had advanced to a line four miles to the eastward of the Schelde-Dendre Canal 
and was covered by the advanced posts of the Ist Cavalry Division, established to the 
east of Ath.

FORMATION. 


II Corps was formed in England and began mobilization on the 5th August, 1914. 
One of the two divisions composing the II Corps came from the Southern Command 
(8rd Division), and the other division (5th) from Ireland. The units mobilized at their 
peace stations. The Corps Commander (Lt.-Gen. Sir J. M. Grierson) came from the 
Eastern Command; but, on the way to the concentration area in N. France, he died 
in the train on the 17th August, and the G.O.C. Southern Command (Gen. Sir H. L. 
Smith-Dorrien) was then selected to replace him. 


The 3rd Division crossed to France between the 11th and the 16th August and the 
5th Division (from Ireland) followed between the 13th and 17th August. II Corps effected 
its concentration to the eastward and southward of the Forest of Mormal, between Avesnes 
and the River Sambre, with the Corps Headquarters at Landrecies. 


On the 21st August II Corps began to move northward into Belgium.

The II Corps, on the left of the B.E.F. was withdrawn from the front line on the 5th 
November, owing to the necessary contraction of the Second Army front after the Action 
of Tieghem. When hostilities ceased on the 11th November the divisions of the II Corps 
were engaged in refitting and reorganizing in the Lys valley, between Comines and Courtrai.

The II Corps, to be composed of 9th, 29th, 34th, and 41st Divisions, was selected 
to form part of the Second Army in the advance to the German Frontier. This advance 
began on the 18th November ; and by the end of the month II Corps had closed up on 
the frontier and was ready to enter Germany. Owing, however, to the narrow front 
on the Rhine which had been allotted to the B.E.F. it became necessary to reorganize 
the force which would march into Germany and occupy the Rhine bridgeheads. 


The II Corps, now composed of the 9th, 29th, and New Zealand Divisions, was 
detailed to accompany the Second Army in the Advance to the Rhine. At the beginning 
of December this final advance was opened; and on the 7th December, in response to 
an urgent summons, the leading infantry brigade (28th) of the 9th Division reached 
Cologne by train. On the 13th the Division crossed the Rhine at Mulheim, and became 
responsible for the left divisional sector of the Cologne bridgehead.

FORMATION. 


III Corps Headquarters began to form in England on the 5th August, 1914. 
Originally it was intended that the Corps should be composed of the 4th Division and the 
6th Division 


Events, however, moved too rapidly in Belgium: on the 22nd August the 4th 
Division was sent independently to France and on the 26th August fought at Le Cateau, 
under II Corps. During the subsequent Retreat the Division remained under that 
Corps until 30th August. 


On the 27th August III Corps Headquarters crossed to France; and on the 3lst 
the III Corps was formed in the field (at Verberie), composed of the 4th Division and the 
19th Infantry Brigade.* 


Between the 15th-2lst August the 6th Division crossed from Ireland to England 
and the division concentrated in the neighbourhood of Cambridge and Newmarket. 
On the 7th September, the Retreat to the Marne having terminated and the Advance 
to the Aisne having started, the 6th Division began to move to France, disembarking 
at St. Nazaire; and by the 13th September, as the Battle of the Aisne opened, the 6th 
Division completed concentration around Coulommiers (on the Grand Morin). On the 
next day the 6th Division advanced northward towards the Aisne, and on arrival at the 
front was employed to reinforce the I and II Corps which were heavily engaged in that 
Battle. It was not until the beginning of October that the 6th Division was free to join 
the III Corps, in preparation for the move of the B.E.F. to the north.

In the Final Advance the III Corps forced the line of the Haute Deule Canal on the 
14th-l6th October and early on the 11th November captured Ath. During its service 
in the Fourth Army from the 8th August to the Ist October the III Corps took part in 
5 battles; and, by almost continuous fighting during the 54 days, the Corps advanced 
nearly 30 miles through the German positions between Albert on the Ancre and Vendhuille 
on the Schelde. Then, after joining the Fifth Army, the III Corps, in 35 more days, 
took part in a further advance of 45 miles; and, when the Armistice brought hostilities 
to a close, the III Corps was established on a line 4 miles to the eastward of Ath and 
astride the highway to Enghien. 


On the 15th November the III Corps (8th, 15th, 55th, and 74th Divisions) was ordered 
to form part of the Second Army in the advance to the German Frontier. On the 21st 
November this order was cancelled and the divisions were transferred to the Fifth Army— 
the 55th Division moving up to Brussels.

FORMATION. 


On the 5th October, 1914, Lieut.-General Sir H. Rawlinson (who had been in temporary 
command of the 4th Division since the 23rd September) was sent by the F.-M. C.-in-C. to 
ascertain the situation in the area between Antwerp and Ypres, and he was appointed 
to command the forces about to land—the 7th Division and the 8rd Cavalry Division. 


Early on the 8th October General Rawlinson was informed that the retirement 
from Antwerp would begin on the next day. 


Meanwhile, on the 6th October, the 7th Division had landed at Zeebrugge, and on 
the 7th the Division moved forward to Bruges, so as to cover the disembarkation of the 
3rd Cavalry Division at Ostend on the next day. On the 9th the 7th Division occupied 
a position at Ghent and the 3rd Cavalry Division collected at Bruges. 


On the 10th October General Rawlinson’s command was given the title of IV Corps, 
and the C.-in-C. ordered the IV Corps to cover and protect the withdrawal of the Belgian 
Army from the line Ghent—Selzaete to the area Ostend—Thourout—Dixmude. This 
task accomplished, the IV Corps would then form the left column of the B.E.F., of which 
the remainder was detraining at St. Omer. 


At 3 a.m. on the 10th October the ‘‘ Q ” Staff of IV Corps (4 officers), Administrative 
Services (6 officers), with the B.-G.R.A., C.E., and Signals Officer embarked (with transport) 
at Southampton, reached Ostend at 4 a.m. on the llth, and completed disembarkation 
by 4 p.m. On the 12th the “‘G’”’ Staff and the D.-A. & Q.-M.-G. went to Thourout 
and the remainder of the Corps Staff moved to Nieuport. 


To carry out the C.-in-C.’s orders the 3rd Cavalry Division moved to Thourout on 
the 10th, but the 7th Division remained at Ghent until the night of 11th/12th October. 


On the 12th the 7th Division moved via Aeltre to Thielt, and the 3rd Cavalry Division 
marched to Roulers. On the 13th Cavalry patrols were at Kemmel and Corps H.Q. 
and the 7th Division retired to Roulers. On the 14th October the 3rd Cavalry Division 
established contact with the Cavalry Corps, and IV Corps H.Q. and the 7th Division 
reached Ypres. On the 15th Corps H.Q. (now complete) moved to Poperinghe; and 
IV Corps, having reached its required position on the left of the B.E.F., was ordered to 
advance between Courtrai and Roulers.

On the 26th October the 3rd Cavalry Division was transferred to serve with the 
I Corps in the Battles of Ypres. On the 27th the 7th Division was placed temporarily 
under the I Corps, and on the same day the C.-in-C. ordered General Rawlinson to cross 
to England and take charge of the final battle-training of the 8th Division (which was 
to become part of the IV Corps). At 3 a.m. on the 28th General Rawlinson with Br.-Gen. 
R. A. K. Montgomery (B.-G.G.S.) and Colonel A. G. Dallas (G.S.O. 1) left for England 
(via Calais) ; and on the 3lst Br.-Gen. A. H. Hussey (B-G., R.A.) was ordered to report 
to the Corps Commander on Salisbury Plain. 


Early in November the 8th Division was ready to move to France, and on the 6th 
and 7th November the Division disembarked at Le Havre. On the 12th the 8th Division 
completed its concentration around IV Corps Headquarters, then at Merville, and now 
the Corps was composed of the 7th and 8th Divisions. On the night of the 14th/15th 
November the two divisions (7th and 8th) moved forward to take over that part of the 
British Front which was opposite Aubers, that is between the left of the Indian Corps 
and the right of the III Corps.

At 11 a.m. on the next day, when the 
Armistice brought hostilities to a close, the front line of the IV Corps was established 
some 8 miles eastward of Maubeuge. | 


For 83 days the IV Corps had been almost continuously engaged. In that period 
it had fought in 8 battles and advanced more than 60 miles. 


Soon after Armistice the IV Corps (5th, 37th, 42nd, and New Zealand Divisions) 
was informed that it had been selected to form part of the Fourth Army in the advance 
to the German frontier. Shortly afterwards this order was cancelled, and three of the

V CORPS 


FORMATION. 


Part of V Corps Headquarters began to assemble in England on the 27th December, 
1914, and early in January, 1915, the remainder formed in France. On the 10th January, 
1915, the part which had collected in England crossed to France, and the formation of 
V Corps Headquarters was completed. 


On the 18th February, 1915, V Corps took over the 27th and 28th Divisions, and with 
them that part of the British front (opposite St. Eloi) which these divisions were then 
holding.

At 11 a.m. on the 11th November, when the Armistice brought hostilities to a close, 
the VI Corps, in the left Centre of the Third Army Front, was on the south bank of 
the R. Sambre and some 5 miles to the eastward of Maubeuge. 


When the victorious advance of the Third Army began on the 21st August the VI 
Corps was in position astride the Cojeul facing Boiry; and during the 83 days of this 
advance the VI Corps fought in 8 battles and advanced some 60 miles. 


When the selection was made of those Corps which should carry out the march to 
the German frontier, the VI Corps was one of those selected. 


At first the VI Corps formed part of the Fourth Army, and on the 18th November 
the advance began from the Armistice Line. Ten days later the 62nd Division was 
transferred to the Second Army and joined the IX Corps. 


On reaching the German Frontier the VI Corps (Guards, 2nd, and 3rd Divisions) 
was transferred from the Fourth Army to the Second Army, and in this Army the VI 
Corps entered Germany between the 9th-llth December. The 2nd Guards Brigade 
was sent by train to Cologne and reached that city on the 14th December ; on the 18th 
the Guards Division Headquarters opened in Cologne, and on the 19th December the 
remainder of the Guards Division arrived at the Rhine bridgehead. The 2nd and 3rd 
Divisions reached their allotted area, between Cologne and Diiren, on the 27th oe 20th 
December respectively. VI Corps Headquarters was at Diiren.

FORMATION. 


On the 24th May, 1915, the War Office decided that the three British divisions at 
Helles—29th, 42nd, and Royal Naval Divisions—should be grouped together in one 
Corps, and selected Lieut.-General A. G. Hunter-Weston to command it. For a time, 
however, only a skeleton staff could be provided, and, as a temporary measure, the three 
divisions remained for administration directly under G.H.Q., M.E.F. From its formation 
on the 24th May until the 5th June the new corps was styled “ British Army Corps ”’ ; 
but on the latter date a number was allotted to it, and it became the VIII Corps. 


The VIII Corps served on the Gallipoli Peninsula, then in Egypt, and finally on the 
Western Front in France and Belgium.

FORMATION. 


At the beginning of June, 1915, it was decided to send out a substantial reinforcement 
of four divisions to the M.E.F. on the Gallipoli Peninsula, so as to ensure that a decisive 
blow was struck in that theatre. These four divisions were to be sent as a Corps—the 
IX Corps—the divisions were the 10th, 11th, 53rd, and 54th. 


To this end, IX Corps Headquarters began to form in the Tower of London on the 
16th June, 1915; and, at 3 p.m. on the 20th, Corps H.Q. embarked at Avonmouth. 
The transport left Avonmouth at 9 p.m. on the 22nd June and reached Mudros at 10 a.m. 
on the 9th July.

IX Corps H.Q. was then ordered to France and re-formed at Bailleul in the latter half of

In accordance with Fourth Army instructions, on the 9th November the IX Corps 
(on the right of the Army front) halted with its head on La Capelle—Avesnes—Maubeuge 
highway, and covered itself by an outpost line to the east of this main road. To continue 
‘the pursuit of the retiring German forces a comparatively small mobile force (‘‘ Bethell’s 
Force ’’*) was formed and placed under the commander of the 66th Division, XIII Corps. 
On the morning of the 10th November, “‘ Bethell’s Force’ took up the pursuit on the 
whole of the Fourth Army front and maintained the pressure until 1] a.m. on the llth 
November, when the Armistice brought hostilities to a close. 


Since the 11th September, when the IX Corps had come into line on the right of the 
Fourth Army front, the Corps had fought its way forward across France for 59 days, 
and in that time had advanced more than 50 miles and taken part in six battles. 


The IX Corps (composed of the Ist, 6th, 32nd, and 66th Divisions) was selected to 
advance under the Fourth Army up to the German frontier. This advance began on the 
18th November; but, owing to the narrowing front, a reorganization of the Army of 
Occupation took place ten days later, and the IX Corps was then transferred to the 
Second Army, which had been selected to carry out the further advance across Germany 
to the Rhine. The IX Corps was reorganized for this task: the 32nd and 66th Divisions 
remained on the Meuse to act as a reserve to the Army of Occupation, and the 62nd 
Division** was transferred from the VI Corps to the IX Corps. The reorganized IX 
Corps (ist, 6th, and 62nd Divisions) entered Germany between the 13th—16th December 
and reached its allotted area, around Bonn, between the 23rd—25th December, 1918.

FORMATION. 


X Corps Headquarters began to form at St. Omer on the 14th July, 1915. The 
X Corps, with the 5th, 18th, and 51st Divisions, then joined the newly-formed Third 
Army (VII and X Corps) which was relieving part of the French Second Army (French 
XI and XIV Corps) on the front from Curlu on the Somme to Hébuterne. 


In this relief X Corps took over the night of the Third Army front ; and, when the 
relief was completed, X Corps was in touch on the Somme with the left of the French 
Sixth Army.*

in position along the left bank of the Schelde. On the next night the divisions crossed 
the river and secured the right bank. On the 9th Renaix was taken. Still further 
progress was made, and before hostilities ceased, at 11 a.m. on the 11th November, the 
29th Division and part of the 3rd Cavalry Division* had seized Lessines and secured 
the passage across the Dendre. The 30th Division and part of the 3rd Cavalry Division 
prolonged the X Corps front line to the north-west of Lessines. 


Since the 18th August the X Corps had fought in two battles and had advanced 
across Flanders nearly 50 miles in eighty-six days.

FORMATION. 


XI Corps Headquarters began to form in France on the 29th August, 1915. The 
new Corps took over two New Army Divisions: the 24th, which completed its concen- 
tration near St. Pol on the 4th September, and the 21st, which only reached France 
on the 13th September. Strengthened by the addition of the Guards Division (which 
had collected and formed in France between the 15th and the 30th August), the XI Corps 
was launched in a night-attack at the end of the first day of the Battle of Loos.

FORMATION. 


XII Corps Headquarters began to form at Doullens (France) on the 5th September, 
1915, and joined the Third Army on the Somme front. 


For the remainder of the Great War XII Corps served on the Western Front and 
then in Macedonia and was employed as follows : 


1915 


On the 25th September (the opening day of the Battle of Loos) the XII Corps (22nd 
and 27th Divisions) supported with its artillery the attack delivered on the Arras front 
by the French Tenth Army. 


On the 20th October, 1915, the XII Corps (22nd and 28th Divisions) was ordered to 
move to Marseilles, preparatory to embarkation, and on the 4th November XII Corps 
H.Q. entrained for that port. On the 7th, Corps H.Q. embarked on the Minneapolis, 
sailed at noon, and reached Salonika at 8 a.m. on the 12th November. Three days later 
XII Corps Headquarters Staff was directed to take over the duties of British H.Q. Staff 
in Macedonia, with the exception of the Corps Commander who was to await further 
instructions. 


On the 28th December, XII Corps was re-formed at Lembet Camp (3 miles N.N.E. 
of Salonika), and at this time was composed of the 22nd, 26th, and 28th Divisions.

In accordance with Fourth Army instructions, on the 9th November the XIII Corps 
(on the left of the Army front) halted with its head on La Capelle—Avesnes—Maubeuge 
highway, covered by an outpost line to the east of the main road. To keep touch with 
and press back the rapidly retreating Germans, a comparatively small mobile force was 
formed and placed under the command of Major-General H. K. Bethell (G.O.C. 66th 
Division).* 


On the morning of the 10th “ Bethell’s Force’’ advanced and established contact 
with the Germans near Hestrud and Sivry; and when the Armistice brought hostilities

On the 24th February, when the XI Corps was ordered to return to France with 
the 7th and 4lst Divisions, the 48th Division relieved the 7th Division in the Montello 
Sector on the 28th February.*

Corps ;** and on the 29th March the XIV Corps took over the Asiago Sector on the 
mountain front. 


Then, on the 18th April, XIV Corps merged in and became G.H.Q. British Force in 
Italy, under Lieut.-General the Earl of Cavan.

NARRATIVE. 


Headquarters of XV Corps began to form in Egypt, at Port Said, on the 12th January, 
1916. 


After formation, XV Corps took over No. 3 (Northern) Section, Canal Zone Defences, * 
and held this section with the llth, 13th, and 3lst Divisions until the end of February. 
By that time the garrison of this section was reduced to two divisions—l1th and 52nd-.- 
and the front was now covered by patrols which were pushed out half-way to Qatia. 


On the 8th April, 1916, a telegram from G.H.Q. informed the XV Corps Commander 
that he and the General Staff of the Corps were to move at once to France, and the command 
of No. 3 Section of the Canal Zone Defences would be taken over by the G.O.C. 52nd 
Division. In accordance with this order, Lieut.-General H. S. Horne handed over

command of No 3 Section to Major-General Hon. H. A. Lawrence at 8.15 a.m. on the 12th 
April, General Horne then left Port Said to proceed to France ; and, as well as the Corps 
Commander, the D.-A. & Q.-M.-G., Chief Engineer, and Staff Officer R.A.,* also left 
for France. In due course these four officers joined the new XV Corps which began 
to form at Vignacourt on the 22nd April, 1916.

FORMATION. 


XV Corps Headquarters began to form in France at Vignacourt (20 miles W. of Albert), 
on the 22nd April, 1916. Besides the Corps Commander, only three other Staff Officers 
(out of a transferable fifteen) joined from the Staff of that XV Corps which had been 
broken up in Egypt on the 12th April, 1916.* 


On the 23rd April the organization of Corps Headquarters proceeded and Corps Troops 
and Signals arrived. Two days later, at 6.15 p.m. on the 25th, XV Corps Headquarters 
was ordered to take over the front held by the XIII Corps in the Fourth Army on the 
Somme. In accordance with these orders, XV Corps Headquarters moved to Heilly, 
" opening there at 10 a.m. on the 29th April, and then took over the 7th and 21st Divisions 
from XIII Corps.

Since the Advance in Flanders opened on the 18th August, the XV Corps in 86 days © 
had fought its way forward 50 miles across Flanders.

FORMATION. 


On the 14th December, 1915, the War Office sanctioned the formation of two Corps 
Headquarters in Macedonia, and on the 28th December XII Corps Headquarters was 
re-formed at Lembet Camp. The formation of the second Corps Headquarters was, 
however, temporarily postponed. At that time there were only two divisions available 
in this theatre of operations, and one of these divisions was in the General Reserve, which 
was directly under Army Headquarters. Nevertheless, the G.O.C. Eastern Mediterranean 
sent a direct order to form the second Corps Headquarters at once. As a result of this 
order, XVI Corps Headquarters began to assemble in the second week in January, 1916 
at Avestokhorion (4 miles E. of Salonika).

On the 9th December, 1915, G.H.Q. (France) informed Indian Corps Headquarters 
(then at Norrent Fontes—4 miles south of Aire) that it would form a new Corps Head- 
quarters, which would be numbered XV; and, at the outset, the XV Corps was to take 
over the 14th* and 46th Divisions. As long as any units of the late Indian Corps 
remained in the First Army Area they were to be administered by the newly-formed 
XV Corps Headquarters. Between the 11th and 21st December the final appointments 
to the Headquarters Staff of the XV Corps were received at Norrent Fontes, and the 
Corps Commander together with 11 of the 19 transferable Staff Officers of the late Indian 
Corps were posted to and joined XV Corps Headquarters. 


On the 9th January, 1916, the XV Corps had its number changed to XVII,** and on 
the 3lst January the newly-numbered XVII Corps moved from Norrent Fontes to the 
Third Army Area (north of the River Somme). XVII Corps Headquarters was opened 
at Doullens, and, with the 36th, 46th, and 55th Divisions, took over the front prev iously 
held by XIV C orps. 


In March, 1916. the Third Army (VI, VII, and AVII Corps) moved northward and 
took over the Arras Front from the french Tenth Army; and in this rearrangement 
the XVII Corps (25th, 46th, and 5lst Divisions), between the 14th-30th March, took 
over the northern sector of the Army Front, from Roclincourt—Cabaret Rouge (Giv enchy 
en Gohelle) from the French XII Corps. XVII Corps Headquarters now opened at 
Marieux. 


Thenceforward and until the Advance to Victory in 1918, XVII Corps served on the 
Arras Front.

H. E. Watts (commanding XIX Corps). XVIII Corps Headquarters was thus deprived 
of any troops to command on the battle-front, and Corps Headquarters then withdrew 
down the Somme to Pont Remy. Here Headquarters remained until, in April, it moved 
to the neighbourhood of St. Pol, and took over the 20th and 24th Divisions. With these 
divisions, early in May XVIII Corps went into the line on the Lens—Vimy front in the 
First Army. 


XVIII Corps still held this front when, on the 2nd July, Corps Headquarters merged 
with and became VIII Corps, under the original VIII Corps Commander who had joined 
and taken over command of XVIII Corps on the 22nd June. 


In this fashion the XVIII Corps came to an end before the opening of the Advance 
to Victory.*

On the 4th February, 1917, the XIX Corps Headquarters began to form at Flers 
(6 miles S.W. of St. Pol). At midnight on the 3lst March the 58th Division joined XIX 
Corps from VII Corps, Third Army, but five days later this division passed on and joined 
V Corps, Fifth Army. On the 29th April the 30th Division (from VII Corps, Third Army) 
joined the XIX Corps, which was still in the back area, south of St. Pol. 


At noon on the 12th June, 1917, XIX Corps went into the line to the north of Ypres. 
The Corps took over part of the battle front of the Fifth Army with the 55th Division ; 
the XIX Corps had the II Corps on its right and the XVIII Corps on its left.

XX Corps attacked across the rugged hills of Mount Ephraim and drove the Turks 
northward and westward, and into areas in which enemy resistance had been overcome 
by the powerful attack of XXI Corps. All attempts at rallying were prevented by the 
swift advance and unceasing pursuit carried out by the Desert Mounted Corps. 


At the end of the Battle of Nablus (on the 21st) the right of the XX Corps outpost 
line faced eastwards, through Qusra—Agrabe—Yanun—Beit Dejan (53rd Division), 
thus covering the right flank of the E.E.F. The corps front then swung westward from 
Jebel el Kebir to northward of and covering Nablus (10th Division). On the 23rd September 
the 30th Brigade (10th Division) advanced, and on the 24th occupied Tubas, and blocked 
the road to Beisan. This operation closed the active participation of XX Corps in the 
Final Offensive. 


Thereafter the divisions were employed on salvage work and on improving the Nablus 
road. Towards the end of October the 53rd Division began entraining for Alexandria ; 
and, when the Armistice with Turkey brought hostilities to a close, at noon on the 3l1st 
October, the 10th Division was around Tul Karm.

. Inthe Battle of Sharon XXI Corps broke through and overwhelmed the right of the 
strong Turkish defensive system from Bidya to the sea. 


In an irresistible advance the Corps overran and secured Kufr Qa‘sim, Qalqilye, et 
Tire, and, by 5 p.m. on the 19th, Tul Karm. This irruption rolled up the Turkish night 
and allowed Desert Mounted Corps to sweep forward along the Coastal Plain, complete 
the envelopment of the Turkish Army, and then press on northward in pursuit. 


After the Battle of Sharon died down the divisions of XXI Corps were employed 
on salvage work and repair of the roads in the battle-area. Early in October the 54th 
Division concentrated at Haifa, 60th and 75th Divisions left the Corps and came directly 
under G.H.Q., and the 3rd (Indian) Division did garrison duty under D.M.C. 


In the meantime, with the pursuit closing on Damascus, it was decided to secure the 
coast and ports of Syria, and the 7th (Indian) Division, which had reached Haifa on 
29/9, was ordered to march to Beirut along the coast road. Two-and-a-half days were 
well spent in making the 3-mile stretch of the stepped track of the Ladder of Tyre, which 
was cut along the cliff, into a road for motors and 60-pdrs. On 29/9 the Division started 
from Haifa and moved in 3 columns. The leading column entered es Sur (Tyre) on 4/10, 
Saida (Sidon) on 6/10, and marched into Beirut on 8/10. The 3rd, or Headquarters, 
Column, accompanied by 15th Heavy Battery (4, 60-pdrs.), left Haifa on 4/10 and reached 
Beirut on 10/10, covering the 96 miles in 7 days. 


On 14/10 the 7th (Indian) Division began to advance from Beirut farther northward up 
the coast : the leading brigade (19th) reached Tripoli on 18/10, and the whole division concen- 
trated there by 28/10. In 40 days the 7th (Indian) Division had advanced 270 miles. 


Meanwhile, on 20/10, the 54th Division, at Haifa, was ordered to move to Beirut, 
marching by brigade groups at one day’s interval. The advance began on 23/10, the 
brigades moved by Acre, the Ladder of Tyre, Tyre, and Sidon; and by noon on the 31st 
October, when the Armistice with Turkey brought hostilities to a close in the Near East, 
the leading troops of the division had reached Beirut ; and the whole division completed 
its concentration in that ancient seaport city on the 5th November. In this way the Syrian 
coast and harbours were secured.

The XXII Corps (on the right of the First Army) continued to press on rapidly eastward, 
and on the 9th November crossed the Maubeuge—Mons highway. When the Armistice 
brought hostilities to a close, at 11 a.m. on the 11th November, the right of the Corps 
was established along the railway to the east of Vieillereille le Sec, and its left was about 
a mile to the eastward of Villers St. Ghislain. At this time, XXII Corps Headquarters 
was at Sebourg (5 miles east of Valenciennes). 


In the 115 days, since the Advance to Victory opened on the 20th July, the XXII 
Corps had fought in 8 battles; and in the last 75 days, during which the XXII Corps 
fought in the First Army, it had advanced 50 miles. 


All the divisions of the XXII Corps were represented on the 15th November at the 
Ceremonial Parade in the Grande Place, when the Commander of the First Army made 
his official entry into Mons. 


The XXII Corps was one of the corps originally selected to advance to the German 
Frontier ; but the order was cahcelled after Corps Headquarters had moved up to Mons 
on the 24th November. ‘Corps Headquarters then remained at Mons and supervised 
the clearing up, etc., of the surrounding area.

In the early spring of 1918 arrangements had been made to reinforce the E.E.F. 
with two Indian Divisions, and in consequence it became necessary to increase corps 
headquarters with the E.E.F. from two to three. On the 15th March the formation 
of XXIV Corps Headquarters was authorized, and the name of the suggested 
Corps Commander was submitted to and approved by the Army Council. General 
Barrow met his B.-G.G.S. in Cairo on the 20th March and started to work out details 
connected with the new formation. 


On the 2]st March, however, the Great German Offensive opened in France, and an 
urgent demand was made on the E.E.F. for immediate reinforcements to strengthen 
the Western Front. As a result, during April, two infantry divisions (52nd and 74th) 
left Palestine for France. The formation of a third Corps in the E.E.F. became unnecessary. 


After ten days’ existence XXIV Corps Headquarters was dissolved.*

TANK CORPS 


FORMATION. 


In 1915 sanction was given for the provision of ‘‘ tanks,’’* and in April, 1916, the first 
of the six fighting companies, which were to man them, began to form at Bisley. The 
first four companies (A, B, C, and D) were to be ready to move to France in August.** 


The officer responsible for raising and equipping the new Corps was Colonel E. D: 
SWINTON, its first commanding officer. 


The personnel consisted of officers and men transferred from the obsolescent Motor 
Machine-Gun Service. Many of the officers were appointed from the large numbers of 
N.C.O.s who had been sent back from France to England as cadets, to be trained for 
Commissions, and Colonel Swinton selected those with mechanical and motor knowledge 


At the beginning of June, 1916, the companies moved from Bisley to Elveden (near 
Thetford) to secure a training ground free from observation ; and, on arrival, they took 
over the new machines and began to train with them. At Thetford Lieut.-Colonel R. W. 
BRADLEY joined and assumed command of the Heavy Section of the Machine Gun Corps, 
as it was then styled.*** 


The Companies took over Mark I Tanks, which on level ground had a speed of about 
4 miles an hour and possessed a radius of action of about 10 hours, without a refill. Tanks 
were either “‘ male ’’ (2 Hotchkiss 6-pdrs. and 4 Hotchkiss machine guns), or “‘ female ”’ 
(4 Vickers machine Guns and 1] Hotchkiss machine gun). Each Company was organized 
in 4 sections, each section being armed with 6 tanks (3 male and 3 female). Each section 
was further subdivided into 3 subsections of 2 tanks each. In addition, each company 
was provided with one reserve tank. A: tank crew consisted of 1 subaltern, 3 drivers, 
and 4 gunners (one was a non-commissioned-officer). In France the companies were 
served by 3 mobile workshops.

The provisional establishment allowed for the Headquarters of the Corps—then Heavy Section, 
Machine Gun Corps- -was Colonel Commanding, Brigade-Major, Staff Captain, D.-A.-A. and Q.-M.-G., 
and an Intelligence Officer. 

E Tank Coy. M.G. Corps (Heavy Branch) landed at Alexandria on 9/1/17 and served in Egypt 
and Palestine. Its engagements are recorded in G.H.Q., E.E.F., and in XXI Corps (pp. 38 and 39; 
and 253).

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TANK CORPS 


On the 13th August, 1916, the first detachment of C Company left Thetford for France 
with 13 tanks; the remainder of the Company (with the remaining 12 tanks) followed 
on the 22nd. A few days later the right-half company of D entrained at Thetford, and 
the rest of the company reached France a week later. On arrival in the theatre of war 
C and D Tank Companies concentrated at the training centre established by Lt.-Col. 
J. Brough at Yvrench in Picardy.* In September Lt.-Col. Bradley reached Yvrench ; 
Col. Brough then handed over command of the training-centre and returned to England. 
Shortly afterwards C and D Companies moved forward to a more realistic training- 
ground—tThe Loop, which lay to the northward of Bray on the Somme. 


To this destination the tanks were moved by train, for secrecy; and by the 9th 
September the concentration was completed. Three days later A Tank Company 
reached France and on the 14th it was established at Yvrench.** 


In the meantime, on the llth September, C and D Tank Companies*** received 
operation orders for the Battle of Flers—Courcelette, in which they were to co-operate 
on the 15th September with the Fourth and Reserve Armies. In the Fourth Army: 
17 tanks of C Company were to attack with XIV Corps, 17 tanks of D Company 
with XV Corps, and 8 tanks of D with III Corps. In the Reserve Army: 6 tanks of 
C Company were to co-operate with the Canadian Corps. (In addition, 10 tanks were 
allotted to Headquarters, but they were all unfit for action on the 15th.) 


Unfortunately, the limited time available (after C and D Companies reached The 
Loop) had been insufficient to obtain adequate practice in driving tanks over shell-torn 
ground, nor was there time to make a detailed reconnaissance of the area of the impending 
attack. On the other hand, the fine, dry weather was favourable for tank operations ; 
and though it was misty at daybreak on the 15th September, this soon cleared away, and 
for the rest of the day the visibility was good.

Beginning in November a complete reorganization of the Tank Corps was undertaken, 
so as to meet the increased supply of weapons which had been authorized. Training 
establishments at home were expanded; and a programme for the training of 14 new 
battalions was undertaken. All personnel were fused into one Corps. In France, on 
18/11/16 the existing tank companies were expanded into battalions, by the formation 
of new companies. The battalions thus formed were designated by letters. In France, 
also, a large central repair shop and store was planned,* and General, Administrative, 
Engineering, and Technical Staffs were appointed.

The 2nd Tank Brigade was the only Tank Brigade still in action on the 4th November 
when the final battle of the Great War was fought ; it was the only Tank ‘Brigade to 
to be actively employed in the concluding operations between the Battle of the Sambre 
and the Armistice ; and the 17th (Armoured-Car) Battalion of the 2nd Tank Brigade was 
the first Tank Corps unit to enter Germany. The casualties incurred by the 2nd Tank 
Brigade during 1917 and 1918 were: killed, 39 officers, and 123 other ranks; wounded 
216 officers and 1,016 other ranks ; missing, 26 officers and 172 other ranks—total 1,592. 
Of the other Brigades, it will suffice to mention the 5th Tank Brigade. This Brigade 
only came into existence in March, 1918, nevertheless it took part in 15 battles and 
actions ; and in these engagements, of the 576 tanks which started no fewer than 310 
reached their objectives.***

Owing to its continuous co-operation in the numerous battles and actions fought 
between the 8th August and the 11th November, in the appropriately named ‘ Advance 
to Victory,’ the Tank Corps at the time of the Armistice had almost been fought to a 
standstill.f Since the 8th August nearly 2,000 individual tank actions had taken place,

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and practically the whole of this number of tanks had been put out of action in one way 
or another. Of these 1,000 tanks passed through repair organizations and were 
made serviceable for further fighting. 


At certain periods of the Advance to Victory tanks were operating between 30 and 
40 miles from railhead, a serious handicap to models of that time. On the other hand the 
total number of casualties to the Tank Corps personnel was relatively small, and the 
presence and close co-operation of tanks must on many occasions have saved the Infantry 
from very heavy losses.* 


To provide the necessary numbers for another continuous onslaught 18 newly-raised 
tank battalions were already undergoing the necessary training in England. 


Meanwhile, it was decided that the six Tank Brigades would be organized in three 
Groups. The formation of these 3 Groups was ordered to begin on the 7th November, 
but the Groups were not to function officially until further orders. Each Group would 
consist of Group Headquarters and (normally) 2 Tank Brigades ;** but according to 
tactical requirements the number of Tank Brigades in any Group might vary. 


If operations continued it was intended that the 1st Tank Group would co-operate 
with the First Army, the 2nd Tank Group with the Fourth Army, and the 3rd Tank 
Group with the Third Army. 


On the 13th November the three Tank Groups began to collect in France, and by Noon 
on the 20th November the three Groups completed their formation.***

During this period the machines underwent uninterrupted improvement, and. the 
rapid growth and development of the Tank Corps is substantiated by its successive 
expansions : from companies to battalions in 1916, from battalions to brigades in 1917, 
and now in 1918 by this last expansion of all, from brigades to groups.
